Rolled Into Ohio. 

Munroeville, Ind., turned out a 
sized crowd who cheered vigorously and 
wen the train crossed over into Ohio.

Accident at Delphos. 

A serious panic was narrowly uveried at 
Delphos, when the train reached there at 
§:13. The crowd.was large and Mr. Pryan 
had stepped to the platform of his car, 
and just as an explanation that he could 
not make a speech was finished the porch 
of a store directly in front of the train 
and about twenty feet distant from where 
he was standing, gave way with a crash, 
“carrying with it more than a hundred peo- 
ple. A cry of horror went up from the 
Spectators and the shrieks of those who 
had been tumbled into the cellar beneath 
the porch made things seem worse than 
they -were. Some of the women in the 
crowd started to push their way out and 
their frantic eagerness to get away, added 
to the other causes of excitement, started 
&@ mad, panicky rush.

Large Crowd at Lima. 

When Lima was reached: at 7:45 Mr. 
Bryan found a big crowd on ar him, 
The people. were packed between the train 
and the station, a very narrow space, and 
there was much pushing and crowding in 
the endeavor of the majority of them to 
gct near the nominee. The demonstration 
was enthusiastic in the extreme. There 
were fifteen hufidred people in the assem- 
blage and they spent the first few minutes 
after Mr. Bryan came to the platform in 
cheering him and then shook his hand 
vigorously. 

Mrs. Bryan made her first appearance of 
the day and stood by her husband’s side. 
The people were so busy shaking hands 
that they forgot to ask for the usual 
Speech until just as the train was moving 
off, when in response to loud demands to 
Say something, Bryan said: 

“I’m obliged to you for coming and I 
am glad things are so different to what 
they were a year ago,”’ 

The usual stop at Lima js five minutes, 
but this time the train was held seventeen 
minutes to enable the crowd to pay their 
respects to Mf. Bryan. 


Makes a Speech at Ada. 

Upper Sandusky, O., August 10.—After 
passing Lafayette, where Mr. Bryan was 
roundly cheered by a smal? crowd, the 
train bearing the democratic nominee came 
Here he made his first speech 
of the day in response to the cordiality 
with which he was greeted by the large 
gathering there, nearly a thousand people 
in all, 

It was evident from the appearance of 
the vehicles about the station that many 
of those in the audience had come from 
some distance. The cheering for Mr. 
Bryan was very hearty and fhe and Mrs. 
bryan were subjected to a severe hand- 
shaking for several minutes. People 
pressed eagerly forward without regard to 
the consequences. The car in which Mr. 
Bryan had his section was in the middle 
of the train and as a result the people 
were crowding closely against the sides 
in a manner that might have caused in- 
jury to the crowd if the train had mrade a 
quick start. 

There were renewed cries of 
from the audience and Mr. Bryan, after 
shaking his head several times, finally 
broke his resolution in these words, after 
an introduction by Professor Lehr, of the 
Ada Normal school: 

Ladies and Gentlemen—While I have 
not been speaking much on this trip, I 
cannot withstand the temptation to 
Say a word.

Bucyrus, O., August 10.—‘‘We'’re ab for 
free silver here,’’ was the first greeting to 
Mr. Bryan at lorest, where 300 people were 
gathered. Many of the people at Forest 
were farmers, and they told Mr. Bryan that 
they were for him. ‘There was great cheer- 
ing as the train started. 

After leaving Forest, a stop was made 
at Kirby, and Mr. Bryan was cheered by 
the small crowd there. Then. came Upper 
Sandusky, where the enthusiasm equaled 
that expressed at any place in the state. 
It is estimated that the crowd there num- 
bered nearly 2,000, and the people com-

Bryan, managed to secure silence 
enough to present the nominee, and when 
the cheering that followed had subsided, 
Mr. Bryan made a few remarks in a husky 
voice, which told of the strain of the past 
few day. Another mad rush to shake 
the hands of Mr. and Mrs. Bryan followed 
the speech. One elderly,;man jumped on 
the steps beside Mr. Bryan, and shouted 
that he was afraid the country would be 
flooded with silver if the democratic ticket 
was elected. His remark was heard by the 
crowd, and Mr. Bryan turned quickly to 
his audience and said: 

‘Tf any of you are afraid of a flood of 
money, I want you’ to vote’ the other 
ticket.’’ This caused cheers. ‘‘You know,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘ithere are a great many peo- 
ple who have lived in a drought so long 
that they are afraid of a flood.”” The cheers 
that went up were loud and prolonged. 


Rousing Welcome at Bucyrus. 


Mansficld, O., August 10.—Bacyrus, 
O., gave a welcome to Mr. Bryan that 
any man might be proud of. The crowa 
ddi not number more than 500, but had 
plenty of enthusiasm and gave it to him 
without stint. Republicans, with vigorous 
lungs, attempted to get a counter demon- 
stration in favor of Major McKinley, and 
the Ohio candidate’s name punctuated 
every cheer for Bryan. Mr. Bryan made a 
little speech and it was well received. 

The inconvenience caused by the posit'on 
of his car became more marked at each 
stopping place, so at Bucyrus, Mr. Bryan 
went to tHe rear car, a day coach, and 
spoke from the rear platform. 

At Crestline, the next stop, the Bryan car 
was switched to the rear end of the train 
and the crowd was able to see and hear 
him without danger of being pressed under 
the wheels. By this time nearly every 
coach on the tra'n was crowded with en- 
thusiastic democrat, who cheered for 
Bryan every few minutes.

Surrounded by Spaniards, Zayas Des- 
perately Fights to the End. 


HAND TO HAND ENCOUNTER WITH SOLDIERS 


Betrayed While at Dinner, Zayas and 
His nions Slay Sixteen Soi- 


di Before They Die. 


Key West, Fla., August 10.—(Special.)— 
Surrounded by Spaniards, and with no hope 
of escape, General Bruno Zayas, the Cuban 
chieftain, shot himself through the heart, 
rather than surrender. 

Several reports have been published in 
regard to the death of Zayas, but these 
accounts were erroneous, according to 
Ernesto Castro and Jose Rosselo, leading 
attorneys of Cardenas, Cuba, who are now 
in Key West. 

Castro and Rosselo, Who are close to the 
Cuban leaders, left Cuba several days ago 
with dispatches for the Cuban junta in 
New York. They put to sea in an open 
boat, and were picked up and brought to 
this city by the pilot boat Jewel. 

Zayas was killed a few days before they 
left Cuba, and they give a thrilling ac- 
count of his death. 

It seems that General Zayas and five 
members of his staff were lunching in a 
cafe at Gabriel, a small village in Havana 
province. The proprietor of the cafe was 
a Spaniard, and while Zayas and his 
friends were lunching; sent his little 
daughter to a Spanish camp near by to 
notify the troops of the presence of the 
Cubans. In a few minutes the cafe was 
surrounded by Spaniards, who demanded 
the surrender of Zayas and friends. 

The Cubans refused, and a fight to the 
death followed. In a short while the five 
members of Zayas’s staff were dead and 
the general himself was badly wounded, 
and with only two charges left in his re- 
volver. 

Again the Spantards demanded his sur- 
render, 

Zayas's reply was a bullet,swhich plerced 
the heart of a lieutenant. 

The Spaniards seemed resolved to cap- 
ture Zayas ative, and rushed upon him, 

As they advanced Zayas: piaced his re- 
volver against his breast and fired the last 
bullet through his heart. 

Although outnumbered ten to one, Zayas 
and his comrades seld their lives dearly. 
Sixteen of the Spaniards were killed out- 
right and eleven wounded.

Forsyth, Ga., August 10.—(Special.)—The 
twenty-second senatorial district conven- 
tion convened at 11 o’clock this morning.

Turner, of Pike, offered a resolution to 
the effect that Bibb accept Berner and 
that he be instructed at the general elec- 
tion on the prohibition question. This the 
Libb people refused to accede to. The 
resolution introduced by Price, of Bibb, 
was as follows: 

Resolved, That this convention ad- 
journ until — so that the delegation 
from Bibb county may return their 
commisstons to their constituents so 
that the democratic party of Bibb may 
send here a delegation fully instructed 
is to their action on the questions 
which divide this convention, 

The resolution was lost, Pike and Mon- 
roe opposing vigorously. Several resolu- 
tions of minor importance were offered. 

On the thirteenth ballot Dr. O. C. Col- 
lias, a local druggist of this city, was 
placed before the convention. 

The balloting has been continued up to 
the 150th ballot with the same result. There 
is not the slightest indication of a change.

Arms and War Munitions Ready for 
Shipment to the Island. 


Jacksonville, Fla., August 10.—Iloratio 
Rubens, attorney of the Cuban junta, is 
still in the city, and there is no doubt that 
his presence and the rumors of a Cuban 
expedition soon to leave Florida waters 
have caused the Spanish officials stationed 
in Florida much uneasiness, for already 
two Spanish spies, or detectives, are here 
keeping a watch on the movements of 
prominent Cubans, 

From good authority it is learned that 
arms and munitions of war have been 
ceming into the state for some time and 
being stored at a point south of Jackson- 
ville. The general opinion is that these 
supplies are to be carried to sea on a 
tugboat and put on board the steamer 
Laurada, which is now on her wey 
south with a Cuban expedition. 

The presence of the revenue cutter 
Boutwell would seem to indicate that the 
officials believe the expedition will leave 
from this point. 

The United States court officials and 
the customs officials say that they know 
nothing of any expedition to leave Florida 
waters, but they are all on the alert.

FIVE MEN INSTANTLY KILLED. 


Trolly Car Goes Over an Embankment, 
Causing Death and Wounds. 
Columbia, Pa., August 10.—A frightful 
trolley accident cccurred at 10 o’clock last 
evening om the Columitta and Dongal 
electric railroad at a point one mile oy- 

side of this city. 

A crowded car was returning from 
Chickies park when a gear wheel broke 
and the car was thrown over a twenty- 
foot embankment, falling into a creek.

Hot Here, Hut Other Cities Suffered 
More from the Sizzling Heat.

With the mercury hovering above 90 in 
this city yesterday, Atianta was a cool 
| place in comparison with the large cities 
| of the east and west. The intense hot 
| wave which has been felt so oppressively 
_in the south during the past two weeks 
continues with unabated fervor. Atmos- 
pheric conditions continue almost exactly 
as they have since the 20th of July. 

The heat is more excessive in the north. 
| than in the south now, though the entire 
| country is suffering terribly. 

One fatality occurred in Atlanta yester- 
| day, which is supposed to be due to the 
| excessive heat. Dr. J. D. Williams, a resi- 
'dent of East Fair street, was stricken 

suddenly onthe northwest corner of the 

Kimball house shortly after 3 o’clock yes- 
| terday afternoon. He had a violent hem- 
orrhage, which is supposed to have beer 
| aggravated by the blistering rays of the 
sun. He died in a few minutes after the 
stroke. 

The death list in New York, Chicago, 
| Kansas City, Philadelphia and other large 
cities of the country is larger than it has 
been before in many years. With the mer- 
_cury above 90 in the shade the narrow 
streets of these great cities become verite- 
ble ovens in which men and women fall 
prostrate, gasping for breath. Telegraphic 
reports indicate that the suffering has been 
simply terrible. The hospitals are crowded 
with patients suffering from sunstroke,

Hot Air from the Equator. 

The excessive heat is due to the relative 
positions of the low and high barometric 
| pressures which exist. Where there is a 
| low barometric pressure the natural ten. 
| dency is to draw in the air from the region 
of high barometric pressure. The low pres- 
sure yesterday was just north of the great 
lakes. The high pressure was over the 
gulf of Mexico, south of Alabama. This 
condition of affairs caused the heated air 
of the equatorial regions to sweep in to 
the area of low piessure. AS a result the 
heated atmosphere (rom Cuba and points 
south is causing the great suffering from 
heat tn this country. 

Pavements Radiate the Heat, 

As an illustration of the way in which 
the heat is concentrated in the large cities, 
the thermometers on the sidewalks of New 
York registered 104 degrees two days ago, 
while the official thermometer of the weath- 
er bureau, which is located on top of the 
Manhattan Life building, 360 feet above the 
pavement, indicated a temperature of only 
8%. The mercury, at this high point in New 
York, was 6 degrees higher yesterday 
morning at 8 o'clock than it was here at 
Atlanta at the same hour. New York reg- 
istered &2, Atlanta but 76; Washington was 
84, as were Norfolk and Baltimore. 

How To Prevent Sunstroke. 

Atlantians have been very fortunate In 
escaping fatal effects from the excessive 
heat. Though the weather is a few de- 
grees cooler than it has been during the 
present hot spell, it is still at a point of 
danger to persons who are not careful in 
taking precautions against the stn. Sun- 
stroke attacks one when it is least ex- 
pected, and is very subtle in its method of 
attack. The newspapers of the north are 
devoting many columns to the remedies 
and precautions which are necessary in 
case of sunstroke. Every hospital in the 
large cities is thoroughly equipped to meet 
the emergency. The ice plunge bath is the 
first remedy applied to the sunstroke pa- 
tient. The patient remains in an ice-cold 
bath till his temperature falls to 191 or 
102. degrees. Then the patient is quickly re- 
moved and stimulants are administered. 

Brain Charged with Blood. 

Sunstrokes are primarily caused by the 
heated blood overcharging the blood ves- 
sels of the brain. A moist condition of the 
atmosphere, which interferes with the 
cooling of the overheated body, greafly in- 
creases the liability to this catastrophe. 
Excessive exertion in hot weather, fa- 
tigue, overwork, anything that lowers 
the bodily or mental tone, are al! influences 
that predispose to sunstroke. Between the 
ages of twenty-five and fifty, that Is, dure 
ing the period of greatest bod‘ly activity, 
there is greatest danger of heat prostra- 
tion. 


Keep Your Skin Clean. 

Drink and dirt are tie principal factors 
in its production. In a large majority of 
cases the victims are habitual drinkers, 
keeping themselves in 2 condition that in- 
vites disease, always below par in the mat- 
ter of health, and with a weakened nerv- 
ous system and poor muscles.

TWELVE DEATHS IN BALTIMORE 


Monumental City Has a Generous 
Downpour of Rain. 
Baltimore, Md., August 10.—The long con- 
tinued hot spell was partially broken to- 

day by a generous rainfall. 

The mercury began to slowly ascend at 
5 o’clock this morning and continued until 
ll a. m. it had reached the 90 mark. 
Shortly before noon a heavy downpour 
of rain cooled the atmosphere and the 
thermometer dropped to 78 degrees. After 
two hours of rain the mercury again began 
to climb, but did not get above 89 degrees. 
Twelve deaths from heat, most of whom 
were overcome yesterday, were reported 
today, making thirty-six fatalities and 
about seventy prostrations since the hot 
wave arrived a week ago. 


SIXTY-THREE KILLED BY HEaT. 


Philadelphia Has Had a Long Siege 
of Hot Weather. 
Philadelphia, August 10.—The maximum 
reached by the weather bureau thermome- 
ter today was 92.9 degrees, four degrees 

lower than yesterday. 

There was also a falling off in the fatalli- 
ties and prostration from yesterday, when 
twenty-three deaths occurred and fifty 
people were overcome by the heat. 

The deaths reported today were fourteen 
and the prostrations numbered thirty. In 
the past six days sixty-three people have 
died hére from the heat and nearly 200 
have been admitted to the hospitals, suffer- 
ing from exhaustion. For tomorrow the 
local weather man holds out the promise 
of “slightly cooler’’ weather. 
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FORTY-ONE DEATHS FROM HAT. 


New York and Brooxiyn Have an in- 
tensely Hot Day. 

New York, August 10.—Up to a late hour 
tonight the number of deaths caused by 
the heat was twenty-six, and the prostra- 
tions 106. 

In Brooklyn the number of deaths report- 
ed due to the heat was fifteen, and .over 
fifty prostrations occurred.

Hemorrhage. 


CORONER’S INQUEST OVER THE BODY 
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Stricken While Walking Down Wall 
Street Yesterday Afternoon 
at 4 O’Clock. 


Dr. E. W. Williams, a prominent prac- 
ticing physician of this city, died very sud- 
denly on Wall street about 4 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. <A hemorrhage brought 
about by the hot weather is accountable 


for the death. 

Dr. Williams has been suffering from 
consumption for several years. He died 
immediately in front of the restaurant of 
Kattehhorn & Day, lying on the pavement 
only two doors from Peachtree street. 

The deceased seems to have anticipated 
his early fate. Yesterday morning he sum- 
moned a lawyer in his office in the Norcross 
building and wound up all his property, 
so as to be ready in case of an emergen- 
cy. Followirg circumstances show that he 
transacted his last business on earth none 
too soon. In less than four hours he was 
lying cold in death, 

Dr. Williams lived at 440 West Fair street, 
He leaves a wife and two daughters, who 
are almost prostrated over their sudden, 
but not altogether unexpected, bereave- 
ment. The body was prepared for burial 
at Patterson’s undertaking establishment 
last night, and was afterwards removed 
to the residence at a late hour. 

Coroner Paden was notified of the death 
and he summoned a jury and held an in- 
quest over the body at the undertaker’s. 
‘he evidence was conclusive that the de- 
ceased had come to his death as a resuit 
of consumption, and the jury returned a 
verdict to that effect. 

Dr. Williams came to Atlanta from Mich- 
igan about two years ago for his health. 
lie had lived in this city befcre, however, 
but Michigan is his native state. He was 
an affable and intelligent gentleman and 
was highly esteemed by the medical pro- 
fession in this city. 

Died of Sunstroke. 

About 4 o’clock Dr. Williams left his of- 
fice in tho Norcross building and walked 
down Peachtree street and turned into 
Wall at the corner near the railroad. he 
proceeded toward the car shed and he 
seemed ta realize that a deadly hemorrhage 
Was about to attack him. Mr. Katienhorn, 
of the tirm of Kattenhorn & Day, was 
standing in the front deor of his restau- 
rant. Dr. Williams approacned him and 
asked him to bring him some salt quickly, 
that he was dying. As Mr. Kattenhorn 
rushed inside the door, Dr. Williams fell to 
the ground weak and fainting, with the 
blood issuing copiously from his nostriis, 

Tom Massey, a clerk in the restaurant, 
noticed the man lying on the pavement ard 
rushed to his assistance. He Hhited tho 
dying man’s head from the hard rocks and 
held it tenderly in his arms. Kattenhorn 
returned with the sait, but he was too late. 
The physician died with his head resting 
in Massey’s arms three minutes after he 
had fallen. 

A physician, who had been hastily sum- 
moned, arrived on the scene before death 
came, and did everything in his power to 
restore Dr. Williams, but without avail: 
He was beyond medical skill before he fell. 

Those who have investigated the cause 
of his death are of the opinion that the 
hemorrhage was caused by the hot weather. 


BRYAN ORATOR FATALLY SHOT. 


Assassin Fires Upon W. S. Heming- 
way While He Is Speaking. 
Memphis, Tenn,, August 10.—W. 8. Hem- 
ingway, twenty-two years old, one ofthe 
most prominent and promising lawyers of 
Santa Fe, N. M., was fatally wounded at a 
Bryan ratification meeting at that place 

last Friday. 

Hemingway was in the midst of a stir- 
ring speech before an audience of 2,000 and 
had just finished the sentence: ‘‘Bryan 
wants no money, but desires the honest ex- 
pression of the American people on the 
money question,’ when he was struck in 
the abdomen by a bullet fired by an un- 
known party. He has been unconscious 
ever since. 

He went to Santa Fe some months ago 
and after a residence of only eight months 
was elected fo the territorial legislature 
and also to the board of alderiner ofthat 
city. He is assistant to United Scrutes Dis- 
trict Attorney William B. Childress. 

Young Hemingway is a grandson of 
Senator George and a nephew of Judge 
Wilson Hemingway, cf Little Rock, Ark.

LI HAS A KEEN SENSE OF HUMOR 


Chamberlain’s Single-Barrel Eye Glass 


Causes the Chinese To Laugh. 

London, August. 10.—The fg@gture of Li 
Hung Chang's charaeter wh has most 
struck those who are escorting him around 
this country, is his good humor. He is 
perpetually on the grin. 

When Mr. Chamberlain was introduced 
to him in the house of commons Tuesday 
Li was convulsed with laughter at the 
coloréal secretary’s monocle. He Kept 
pointing at it like a chfid, and finally burst 
into a loud guffaw that drowned the voice 
of the member who was addressing the 
house at that moment. Mr. Chamberlain, 
who is becoming an accomfplished courtier, 
made an admirable pretense of enjoying 
the joke. 

It is perfectly true that when Li espied 
two legislators, sitting in their places, 
wearing the now fashionable yellow waist- 
coats, he observed to Mr. Curzon through 
an interpreter: “These, surely, are two of 
the great men of your assembly.” They 
happened to be nonenities, whose names 
even were unknown to Mr. Curzon. 

When Li was having an interview with 
Lord Salisbury the immediately noticed 
the British prime mrinister’s,peculiar habit 
of jogging his left knee up and down 
whenever seated, Li fixed his eye on the 
premier’s Knee, smiled broadly, and then 
began to jog his own knee in mimicry. 

This rather disconcerted Lord Salisbury, 
who diverted his attention by firing an 
awkward question at him about the ob- 
Structions to trade offered by the Chinese 
government. 

it is impossible to ascertain whether 
any Giplomatic object has been gained by 
the British government or not through his 
visit. He is rigorously noncommittal in 
all his observations, and not an inkling 
has been given of the tenor of the report 
he intends to make to the imperial council 
on his return to Peking. He has been 
careful to explain that he has no executive 
power, and is simply sent to make general 
inquiries, 


LI AND GROVER TO SHAKE HANDS 


Cleveland and the Chinese Statesman 


Soon To Meet. 

Washington, August 10.—Although no 
official steps have been taken toward the 
reception of the illustrious Ohinese states- 
man, Li Hung Chang, who is expected to 
arrive in the United States the last of the 
present month, the matter has received 
the attention of the state department 
officials. 

It is unfortunate that the prospective 
visit of ithe Chinese premier was not 
known early enough to enable the president 
to apply to congress for an appropriation 
of funds to defray the expense of enter- 
taining the illustrious guest in suitable 
fashion, or at lea&t.in such manner as 
will not be in striking contrast with the 
profuse display of hispitality made by the 
European governments. 

Li Hung Chang comes, not as an indi- 
vidual, but as an ambassador extraordi- 
nary, and there will be no escape possible 
for the national authorities, who must do 
the best they can with the means at hand, 
This means recourse to the extraordinary 
fund of the state department, and while 
this is not in a flourishing condition, never 
having exceeded $40 vd in these later years, 
the officials would doubtless feel authorized 
to go beyond the limit under the peculiar 
conditions that exist and rely upon con- 
gress at the next session to aliow any 
bills incurred in excess of the appropria- 
tion. : 

As Li comes bearing a personal letter 
from the emperor of China to President 
Cleveland, the latter will probably make 
a trip to Washington to meet the. ambas- 
sador in person. 

The secretary of state has arranged to 
come to Washington about the date now 
set for the arrival of Li Hung Chang. 
If the precedents in such cases are follow- 
ed some officer of the army or navy will 
be detailed to meet the nation’s guest in 
New York and devote himself to insuring 
the comfort of Li Hung Cnang while in 
the United States, traveling with him by 
rail and acting as an intermediary -tetween 
him and the many visitors who will wish 
to greet the distinguished Chinaman. 


EVERY ONE WANTS TO SEE LI. 


Chinese Statesman Is an Object of 
Great Public Interest. 

London, August 10.—Great public interest 
has been taken here in the Chinese envoy, 
Li Hung Chang. 

The vicinity of Lord Lonsdale’s mansion, 
temporarily the residence of the envoy, is 
thronged daily with people, anxious to 
catch a glimpse of the distinguished trav- 
eler, and he is cheered by the crowds every 
time he appears. 

Li Hung Chang drives about in a style 
which suits him far better than any of 
those adopted during his previous enter- 
tainments. The four magnificent equipages, 
which Lord Lonsdale had specially built 
for Emperor William’s visit to Lowther 
castle, are painted yellow, his lordship’s 
own color. These, which the Chinese 
statesman takes as a particular compliment 
to himself, are used by Li Hung Chang 
and suite. To these gorgeous vehicles are 
horsed four splendid chestnuts, ridden by 
postilions in yellow jackets, white waist- 
coats and white beaver, postboy hats, 

A controversy is raging in regard to Li 
Hung Chang’s proper title, and, as a result, 
the secretary of the Chinese legation 
here has sent a request to the newspapers 
asking them to style the Chinese traveler . 
Li Chang Hang, meaning Grand Secretary 
or Premier Li, instead of LI Hung Chang, 
which is his family name. 

The latter’s own cards read “Le Compte 
Li Hung Chang,” and further state that 
he.is “ambassador extraordinary and pleni- 
potentiary,” which disposes of the per- 
sistent statement that he has no authority 
to do anything but look over Europe. 

The plans for Ti Hung Chang's visit 
to the United States have been greatly cur- 
tailed. He will hurry home in haste, owing, 
It is hinted, to intrigu against him in 
China.

Only 
the feature relating to the use of opium 
was investigated. Mr. Albert Howell, of 
the firm of Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, 
appeared for the Chinese. He explained to 
the court that he came in no professional 
capacity,.but simply as a friend who had 
known some of the Chinese for years. He 
had taken a kindly interest in them for a 
long while. 

Through the forceful plea of Mr. Howell, 
in spite of strong evidence, Judge Calhoun 
held up the sentence until Friday. All 
were pronounced guilty of violating the 
hew ordinance in regard to the use of 
opium and frequenting a house where 
Opium smoking is carried on. 

A Yellow Brigade. 

Cases had been made against nineteen, 
but the entire Chinese colony came out to 
the trial, and the yellow brigade cut a 
wide swath down Decatur street yesterday 
afternoon shortly after 2 o’clock. They 
collected in the courtroom and gathered in 
SQuads in different places of the hall, look- 
ing wistfully about and making whispered 
confidences to each other now and then. 

Judge Calhoun’s courtroom had _ . 0»been 
Stuffed to the suffocating point. A Christ- 
mas crowd had gathered, eagerly waiting 
lor the calling of the case, This perspiring 
throng remained waiting for three hours, 
as the recorder disposed of all other cases 
on docket before taking up the one against 
the Chinese. 

These orientals waited, too. They stood 
about like sheep doomed to slaughter. The 
queer cases analyzed by the recorder had 
no interest for them. The colored octagena- 
rian who preached the sermon upon the 
fidelity of his gray haired spouse, did not 
cause them to look up. All were solemn, 
stolid, serious. Among them were notable 
characters. 

Chan Lee, who has been a resident of 
Atlanta for twenty-five years, was the 
most conspicuous character. He is unusu- 
ally intelligent, but can be densely igno- 
rant upon a-moment’s notice. The most 
worshipful master of the Masonic lodge, a 
man with the grave visage of Li Hung 
Chang, was among those who had been 
arrested. He has an air of judicial gravity, 
and impressive dignity.’ Sam Sing was 
a joyful spectator, who was lucky enouch 
not to be caught, and showed his ecstacy 
in a wide grin. But his grin disappeared 
when Sam came under the eye of the 
sketch artist. 

“No takee. pictur. Me no playee fan tan. 
Me heap washee,’”’ Sam protested against 
the sketch. 

When the Case Was Called. 

Judge Andy’s tongue is of the’ voluble 
type, but its elasticity was put to’ the test 
when the names of the offenders were 
calied over by him. Following were those 
tried: Joe Lee, Wing Sing, Joe Bock, 
Lee Mang, Hui Wing, Hui Font, Lum Sing, 
Sam Lee, Lee Ton, Dan a La Ca Fan, 
Lee Lee, Sam Lung, Will Hing, Lee Ching, 
La Hoe, Lonie Yack, Chan Lee, Sam Lew 
and Ring Bing.

The officer then gave a picture of the

“The place was so seething with some 
kind of smoke,” he said, ‘“‘we could scarce- 
ly enter. There were twenty smokers. 
They used pipes with long stems and right 
in the middle of the stem was the bowl, 
which was very small. In order to Keep 
the pipes lit°'they had to hold the fire to the 


stuff all the time.”’ 

‘Were they stretched out?” asked Judge 
Calhoun. 

“Yes sir. All of them were lying down 
in a kind of circle and right in the middle 
was a pan in which was the fire from which 
they kept the pipes lit. Mr. Kilpatrick, Mr. 
MecCurvy and I grabbed as many as we 
could. Some got out through the windows. 
We got three patrol wagons there, but 
there were. some whom we had to leave. 
They were like corpses all stretched out 
and stiff.’’ 

“No Melican Man Doped.” 

A sensation was caused when the officer 
stated that he had found an American 
also in the house. He explained that the 
man was deeply under the influence of 
something and could not be moved. 

This charge caused a big stir among the 
Chinese. There was a unanimous wagging 
of heads indicative of their strong denial. 

‘He no Melican man. He Chinaman allee 
samee like me. Savez?’’ 

The man referred to was in the audience. 
He stepped forward and proclaimed his 
nationality. His name was Chang Hong 
and his aged appearance gave him a do- 
mestic and rather civilized air. 

Mystery of the Josshouse. 

Chang J.ee informed the court that it 
was not the custom of the Chinamen to 
gather there for the purpose of smoking. 
The place, he said, was kept by the Free 
Masons. They levied a tax on all members 
and paid the salary of the 
master. They did not come there for the 
purpose of smoking, but there were two 
or three who were so accustomed to the 
use of the pipe that they had to have it all 
the time. It was these whom the officers 
saw. 

This explanation by Chan Lee was de- 
nied by the officers. 

“We saw nineteen or twenty smoking,”’ 
he said. “Some of them were stretched on 
couches and laid on shelves and looked 
like dead men. We couldn't bring them at 
all.’’ 

Officer Kilpatrick gave the same account. 

Question of Law. 

Judge Calhoun explained that the use of 
opium in a house specially prepared for 
the purpose was a serious crime. The ordi- 
nance provided that if one should keep, 
maintain or “7requent a house of that 
character he would be liable to a fine not 
less than $50 and not more than $300. 

It was the opinion of the recorder that 
the men were guilty. Mr. Howell made an 
urgent plea for leniency. His strong rea- 
sons why the first offense should not re- 
ceive heavy penalty had evident effect 
uipon the judge and the prosecuting 
officers. 

The recorder announced that he would 
find all guilty, but would defer naming the 
penalty until Friday afternoon. 

The gaming cases will be taken up by the 
city court.

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AT GREAT BRITAIN’S DICTATION 
Canadian Bankers Form a Combine To 
Force Gold on America. 
Toronto, Ont., August 10.—A combined 
effort is about to be made by city banks 
to decrease circulation of American bills 
in this city. At present the city is flooded 
with American silver certificates. The fol- 
lowing notice is posted in the Standard 

bank today: 

“On and after Saturday, August 15th, 
American one dollar bills will only be re- 
ceived for 90 cents.” 

It is understood that other banks will 
follow the example of the Standard bank. 
This action will probably result in a much 
decreased circulation of American bills in 
this city. In regard to American silver 
most of the city banks are not accepting 
it at sll. Some accept American silver 
only from customers, but only in small 
amounts. The railway companies refuse 
to handle it and departmental stores are 
discussing the advisability of refusing it 
as money. 

Following thé example of the Toronto 
banks the merchants’ local banks at Ham- 
ilton, Ont., have decided to refuse to ac- 
cept “American silver and) silver certi- 
ficates.’"’ For years American hills and 
currency have been accepted at par by 
many merchants, United States silver or 
Silver certificates will not be accepted in 
payment of city taxes. This action is not 
due ertirely to the silver agitation in the 
United States, but to the fact that at 
present there is too much American silver 
in circulation in Canada. 
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TARHEEL FUSION TOTTERING. 


Populists Decline To Mingle with the 
Democrats. 

Raleign, N. C., August 10.—(Special.)—The 
whole fabric of populist-democratic elec- 
toral fusion, as planned by the democratic 
state convention July 13th, seems tottering 
to its fall. 

The democratic committee met tonight. 
It was soon made apparent that the ses- 
sion would be stormy. The populists, it 
was said, would not accept electoral fusion 
unless there was also State fusion, and 
democrats will simply not submit to the 
latter.

Some of the democrats, particularly Wat- 
son, nominee for governor, have been en- 
thusiastic for fusion. 

Dr. Mott, ex-chairman of the national 
silver party, says that if the 25,000 fusion 
democrats in North Carolina will not co- 
operate with the populists, they can go and 
root with the republicans. 

The republican committee of this district 
meets tomorrow to nominate a candidate 
for congress to fill the Vacancy caused by 
the resignation of N. C. English.

RUSSELL’S LONG SWIM. 


An Incident in the Life of the Late 
Ex-Governor., 
From The Boston Globe. 

Chief among the characteristics distin- 
suishing William E. Russell in his early 
davs was indomitable pluck that stamped 
him very early as a man likely to succeed 
in anything which he undertook. IExam- 
ples of this combination of courage and 
perseverance were abundant in his athletic 
experiences at Harvard, and in one or two 
instanées ‘of his career, which made him 
very famous indeed throughout the uni- 
versity in his native city. 

One of these was his conduct in a fa- 
mous race of class crews in 1876. Russell's 
boat was beaten by half a length and he 
himself had to receive the attention of 
friends after the contest. He showed in 
this race an amount of determination and 
endurance which not even his most en- 
thusiastic admirers had attributed to him. 
Another Incident of courage and grit was 
furnished in an accident in which he came 
near losing his life. 

In the summer of 1876 he went down to 
Nantucket to pass a few weeks on the 
water. He had three friends with him, 
and the four young m2n were to sail a 
sloop that had been floated for the first 
time that year. 

On a squally morning the craft was 
overAauled and the young fellows decided 
to make a short trip in her. There were 
two strangers at Nantucket, young men 
of about the same age as those in the 
party of collegians, and they were invited 


to have a sail. The six went out accord- 


ingly. 

The sea was high and the wind blew 
sharply, and about five miles from the shore 
the little sloop was capsized. The wend 
struck her so that she filled very rapidly 


and immediately sank. 

The one thing that came to the surface 
was a long oar, and by the unanimous con- 
sent of the four students this was piaced 
at the disposal of the two who had been in- 
vited out to enil. 

The situation was rationally discussed, 
and it was decided that an attempt should 
be made to reach Coatue shoals, a point 
that was farther away than the snore 
they had left, but toward which the tide 
was running and the wind blew. Russell 
and one of his college mates led the others 
off. 

The swim before them was a long six 
miles. and with the heavy sea that was on, 
and the wind that was &«wing, it meant 
at least three hours in the water. 

On shore the fishermen and their families 
were sitting down to dinner when the acci- 
dent occurred—all but one. This man’s 
wife had been delayed in the preparation 
of the noonday meal, and during the wait 
he sought to kill time by sweeping the sea 
with his glass. 

Tnus it was that he saw a white 
glisten in the sunlight and disappear. 
didn’t know what had happened, but 
was convinced something was wrong. 

He got into a dory and made for the spot 
where he had seen the sail, leaving word 
that others should follow him. 

The two young men that held the oar 
kept afloat but for a few minutes, while 
the others were battling for the shore. It 
was evident that the oar would longer sup- 
portyonly one, and the elder of the two 
sang out. “Well, goodby, old man; this 
oar won't hold us both, and you can have 
my chance.”’ Then he cank and was 
drowned. ee 

When the fisherman reached the vicinity 
of the accident he found the surviving 
young man in the water unconscious, with 
his arm wound tightly around the wooden 
sweep. 

The fisherman saw some distance ahead. 
when he looked up, a white ball bobbing 
up and down. This was one of the colle- 
gians, and he was discovered by the 
white handkerchief that he wore about his 
head. When he was. pulled into the ‘oat 
he gasped faintly, “‘My brother,” and sank 
in a dead faint to the bottom of the dory. 
These two words told the fisherman that 
there was at least another person ahead. 
So that when tre beat of fishermen who 
had followed the first dory were seen be- 
hind they were signaled to go ahead as 
quickly as possible and look for more swim- 
mers. This they did, and picked up the 
brother, who told them that Russell and 
his companion were still in the water. 
When Russell, who was yet a long way 
from land, turned about to catch sight 
of his companions who he supposed were 
following, he saw a sail coming down like 
a thing of life with the wind and tide, and 
he knew he and his friends were saved. 

Russell hid swimming exactly an 
heur and twenty minutes.

Senator Bacon Is on the Way. 
Governor Speaks Tomorrow. 


The week opened up with fresh signs 

and evidences of activity at the state aem- 
ocratic headquarters yesterday. Many call- 
ers came in from the city and interior 
counties. All discussed the outlook, and 
reports were received from various sections. 
It was conceded that there would be some 
loss to the party on account of the fusion 
of populists and prohibitionists, but the 
disaffection will not be serious, the leaders 
say. 
“The present local option law,’ said a 
middie Georgia democrat, ‘“‘which is a dem- 
ocratic measure, is giving general Satisfac- 
tion.. The populists propose to substitute 
for it some kind of a dispensary system. 
It is said that with a dispensary Jaw in 
effect some counties would vote to estab- 
lish them which otherwise would go dry. 
The dispensary is considered by Many to 
be a half-way compromise and the legal- 
izing of the sale of iquor by the state under 
the name of controlling it.’ 

It was stated yesterday at headquarters 
that 105 counties are now dry. At one time 
there were 118 dry counties in the state. 
but the number dwindled to about ninety. 
Within the last year the number has in- 
creased, some of the counties which had 
been wet having gone dry. 

There will be two democratic rallies to- 
morrow, one at Spring Place, Murray coun- 
ty, and the other at Zebulon, in Pike. Gov- 
ernor Atkinson is going up to Spring Place. 
Colonel Tom Jones, of Dalton, will also 
Bo over. It will bea largely attended meet- 
ing. The democrats of three counties will 
be there.

Highwayman Assaults a Boy Right in 


‘ON BEHALF OF HANYE 


His Attorneys Will Ask the Governor To 
Reconsider His Action.

AN APPEAL THE LAST RESORT 


Judge Candler, Solicitor Hill, Judge 
Calhoun and Others Will Appear 
Before Governor Atkinson. 


While Authur Hanye is making prepara- 
tions for death his attorneys ate making 
another effort to save his life. 

Mr. James W. Austin and MY. 
Parks, who have been counsel for Hhanye, 
will appear before Governer Atkinson to- 
morrow morning and ask that the petition 
for commutation be reopened and his action 
reconsidered. 

With the attorneys will probably be many 
others who have become interested In the 
fate of the young man. The request 
for reconsideration will be based upon an 
entirely new line of defense, it is said, and 
it may be that additional evidence in 
Hanye’s favor may be introduced. 

Judge Andy Calhoun, before whom both 
Hanye and Spinks had often appeared, 
charged with petty crimes and misdemean- 
ors, will personally appear before the gov- 
ernor and urge a commutation. 

Judge Candler, before whom Hanye was 
conyicted of murder, will also be present 
on behalf of the young man, He will proba- 
bly be accompanied by Solicitor Charley 
Hill, who was the prosecuting officer at 
the trial when Hlanye was convicted. Oth- 
ers say they will urge Governor Atkinson 
to reconsider the case and grant a com- 
mutation, 

“No doubt Hanye 
Attorney Parks last night. 
that it was not a premeditated 
Hanye did not go into the barroom to kill 
his friend. He did not draw the knife to 
commit murder. What he did was done on 
the spur of the moment; done when ne 
thought his life was in danger. It was 
done in self-defense, it might be sa-d. 
Hanye knew the desperate man with whom 
he was dealing. Spinks was twice the man 
Hanye was physically, and the boy saw his 
predicament, drew the knife and is now 
sentenced to be hanged. 

“It may be murder, but I do not think 
it is a case where capital punishment should 
be resorted to. It is not the character of 
murder that requires the death the 
murderer, Hanye may be a dangerous 
man and may deserve death for past deeds, 
but that is not to be considered now. He 
was tried only for the killing of Will 
Spinks, and that is the only charge against 
him now. If he is guilty of cold-bieoded, 
premeditated murder, he should be hanged. 
I do not believe he is as guiity as that, and 
I therefore join Mr. Austin and others Iin- 
terested in asking for a communtation.” 

While this last effortehs being made 
life Hanye kept in total ignorance of 
Wiat is being attempted. Those who are 
working on his behalf do not care to cause 
him to again hope for life until they know 
whether they will succeed or not. Until 
that time Hanye will not be informed 
what is being done. If his friends succeed 
it will be a happy surprise to the con- 
demned boy. If they fail, he will not be 
the Wiser for their work.

COMPLETE ECLIPSE OF THE SUN. 


Serviss, the Great American Astromo- 
mer, Observes It on Sunday. 
New York, August 10.—(Special.)—A total 
eclipse of the sun took place Sunday in 
the north of Europe, but clouds intertered 
with a perfect view. Garrett P. Serviss, 
the distinguished American astronomer, 
was at North Cape, in Norway, in the 
path of the wonderful and awe-inspiring 
phenomenon. in company with noted sci- 
entists of Europe he made observations, 
and a report of the eclipse is soon to ap- 
pear and certain to attract wide at- 

tention. 

Total eclipses of the sun are caused by 
the moon coming between the sun and 
earth. When the moon is thus ina straight 
line between the two it throws a perfect 
round shadow upon the earth's surface. 
This can be seen from the tops of high 
mountains, sweeping along over hills and 
valleys faster than any express train. In 
the latitude of the North Cape this shadow 
moves at the rate of about two miles a 
minute. 

Four eclipses of heavenly 
were booked for the year 15806. 
an annular eclipse of the sun February 
13th, visible from the Indian ocean, On 
February 28th there was a partial darken- 
ing of the moon in Persia. August Sth and 
9th the total eclipse of the sun, which Mr. 
Serviss went to witness, took place. In

GRABBED HER PURSE| 
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Bold Snatch Thief Chased on Whitehall. 
Yesterday. 


WAS CAUGHT 


How the Thief Got in His Work in 
Broad Daylight Yesterday 
Afternoon.

A daring highway robbery’ Was reported 


to the police a little before noon yesterday. 

Miss Edna Tinsley, a youns lady who 
lives at 45 Tumlin street, was in the store 
of Mr. J. Frohsin about 11:30 oclock. 
She was standing near the counter in the 
rear of the store, examining some goods, 
when a big black negro whose name 18 
Charley Thomas approached her from the 
rear and snatched her purse from he 
hand. 

The young lady was terrified for the 
moment, but finally recovered her reason 
and gave the alarm. By this time, howev- 
er, the negro a walked hastily out of 
the store, and had disappeared down the 
street. There was at once a commotion 
among the customers and one of the clerks, 
was sent for an officer. 

Saw Him Run. 

Patrolman Hollis happened to be near 
the door of the store, however, when the 
negro walked out, and at the time regard- 
ed his actions as betng rather suspicious. 
In about a minute the clerk told the offi- 
cer of what had happened, and the latter 
started down the street as fast as his 
legs could carry him after the fugitive.

» mr. Beermann was a native of Hanover, 
“Germany, but removed to America in 1593, 
E and in 1855 made Atlanta his home. He 
“has constantly been identified with the 
growih of the city, and was one of the 
oldest citizens. At the time of his death 


‘be. was sixty-three years old, and fifty 


years of his life had been spent in Atlanta. 
He was for a number of years manager of 
‘he Kimball, but on account of his failing 
health he sold his interest in the Kimball 
lease a few months ago and retired from 


active business. 

About two months ago Mr. Beermann 
geiled for Europe for tne benefit of his 
health. With him were his wife and young- 
est son. He was a egreat sufferer from 
Bright's disease, and hoped to be benefited 
by the change in scenes and climates. 
Though his health was quite feeble, his 
geath wes wholly unexpected, and was a 
great shock to his family and friends in 
Atlanta. 

Since last winter Mr. Beermann had been 
contemplating a trip across the waters to 
bis old home, and when all arrangements 
had been made, he left for a brief sojourn 
in the land of his nativity. Letters received 
by his son were encouraging, and he wrote 
that he was receiving much benefit from 
his trip. 

Mr. Henry Beermann has not been ad- 
vised of the funeral arrangements. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Mr. Charles Beermann was born in Han- 
April 17, 18383, and for the 
frst twenty years of his life remained in 
his native country attending the educa- 
institutions at his home, and 
preparing himself for the graver duties of 
life. 

In 1853 Mr. Beermann, just twenty years 
emigrated t23 America, landing at 
Charleston, S. C., with a large number of 
rare singing birds, that he had collected 
before leaving Germany.

NEW TRICKS IN THE TRADE. 
ATS BABA 
The Chicago and Great Western Beat 
Its ‘Smooth Competitors. 

President Stickney, of the Chicago and 
Great Western, toid the interstate com- 
iferce commission how he beat the other 
roads at their own game. 

President Stickney said that two years 
azo he could not understand the Kan- 
sas City method of doing business in grain 
and shipping. He was unable to find a 
freight agent who could explain the matter 
in a satisfactory way, 80 he hired a grain 
man to go to Kansas City, ostensibly to 
open an office and go into the grain busi- 
ness, At the end of a month Stickney went 
to Kansas City and his agent broker show- 
ed him how the business Was conducted. 

To make sure he hired another man to 
take charge of the office and found the 


first one’s explanation a!l right. 

“It amounts to this,”’ said Mr. Stickney: 
“Suppose grain is sold at 60 cents a bushel 
at Kansas City. It means 60 cents, less 
the cost of transportation to the Missis- 
sippi, The expense bills fix the amount. 
But it makes no dilference to the pur- 
chaser what those expense Dills are—he 
gets h:s corn at 60 cents, the seller has 
to stand:the loss, if any, and he guaran- 
tees the corn at the Mississippi. In great 
lines of sales the average evens things up 
to 60 cents. There may be expense bills of 
various amounts, but the whole of the 
purchase is guaranteed at the 60-cent rate. 
So that may account for some apparent 
discrepancies in rates on the same day, 
and no undercutting existing, however 
much it might be implied. 

“But that is not all, gentlemen," sald 
Mr. Stickney. ‘I studied the grain busi- 
ness for a long time. I found out some- 
thing. Let me give you some figures: 

“Thirty ,bushels of corn forms the aver- 
age product of an acre of land. At 27 
cents at Chicago that is $8.10 for an acre 
of corn. Now, what do you deduct? Haul- 
ing the corn to the depot, about 1 cent a 
bushel, 30 cents; through freight to Chi- 
cago, $4.20: elevator charges at Kansas 
City, 30 cents; profit at Kansas City, 7% 
cents; elevator charges at Chicago, Ww 
cents; profit at Chicago, 74% cents; com- 
mission at Chicago, 4 cents. This makes 
a totai of $5.29, leaving to the farmer in 
Kansas or Nebraska $2.91 for his acre of 
corn, 

“TIT came to the conclusion that the rail- 
road rates, to make any money, must 
either "be changed or our methods of hand- 
ling grain retormed. We could not in- 
crease the rates -without making the 
production of corn unprofitable. I set 
about reforming our methods, It costs 
no more to haul a big car than a small 
one; the switching charges are the same, 
so are other charges, everi though the* big 
car holds three times aS much, Corn has 
often been costing us more than the rate 
to carry. We used big cars. .We loaded 
them to the last ton. We managed our 
trade so that we could take these cars 
back with ballast, instead of empty. In 
addition, gentlemen, We organized the 
Iowa Development Company. We built 
elevators, We bought ovr own grain, 
we handled it, we carried it. We secured 
a uniform rate of 11 cents. Of course the 
development company made no money, but 
all its stock was owned by the railroad 
company. 

“Now, gentlemen, that is why the Chi- 
cago Great Western Company gets its ll- 
cent rate from Kansas City. Sonre of 
you are hauling at 6 cents. We are ship- 
ping over your line, for you are hauling 
at less than cost, and we are getting back 
some of the money we lost before we 
studied the grain question. The Anglo- 
Amercan Provision Company, which fig- 
ures on our books, and about which so 
much has been said, is only our broker. Do 
you see what I am driving at?’

Young 
Reynolds had assisted the young ladies to 
the edge of the cliff, and, having had a 
spell of vertigo a few nights previous, it 
is Sipposed that he succumbed to the heat, 
lost his balance and fell over the precipice. 
The ledge gave way, he lost his balance 
and fell to another shelf ahout thirty feet 
below. The body rebounded and continued 
failing to the foot of the cliff, a distance 
of about seventy-five feet. 

Members of the party hastened back to 
the hotel, where his parents, elder broth- 
er and three sisters have also been spend- 
ing the summer. Assistance was quickly

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An Attempt at Coercion. 
Two leading life insurance companies, 
through their presidents, are making 


themselves quite active in national pol- 


itics—Colonel Jacob L. Greene, president 
of the Connecticut Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company, and President John A. 
McCall, of the New York Life Insurance 
Company. President Greene, who 
claims to have 66,000 policy holders, has 
issued a circular letter in which he states 
that they never promised to pay their 
policies in any kind or quality of dol- 
lars, and that if the democratic party is 
successful in this fight, he intimates 
clearly that he will pay his policies ina 
52-cent dollar. Exactly how he proposes 
to do it he does not explain, but intent 
at all times explains purposes, 

Now if Mr. Greene is honest and sin- 
cere in what he says, he is guilty of at 
least an attempt to deceive, and we call 
the attention of his policy holders—who 
doubtless have received his circular—to 
what he says. 

If it is his purpose to carry out his 
threat, he will doubtless have an op- 
portunity to do so. Two questions are 
presented for consideration, so far as 
Mr. Greene is concerned. His company 
is a mutual company. What right has 
he to spend the money of a mutual com- 
pany for campaign purposes? He is 
doubtless a dyed-in-the-wool republican 
and wants McKinley elected president. 
No one believes that he would refuse to 
pay policy holders in a depreciated cur- 
rency, if he could do it legally; and if he 
Was sincere in his statements and knew 
he could do it, any one that reads his 
circular is well satisfied of the fact that 
he would not hesitate to do it. The next 
consideration is: is this a safe company 
to insure your life in? The whole basis 
of life insurance is honesty of purpose 
on the part of the company in which a 
man ipsures his life. 

Mr. John A. McCall, president of the 
New York Life Insurance Company, is- 
sued a circular letter to its 287,000 policy 
holders, in which he is very fierce in 
denouncing what he claims to be the 
financial heresies of the democratic plat- 
form adopted at Chicago, and in which 
he calls upon all insurance ofticials, man- 
agers and agents to be fully alive to 
the gravity of the situation. Mr. Me- 
Call will not add anything to the popu- 
larity of a life insurance company that 
was compelled to retire his predeceSsor 
on a salary of $25,000 per annum for 
conduct not as questionable as this last 
move of his. 

The action of these two insurance pres- 
idents is an innovation in party poli- 
tics as well as in life insurance. These 
men are paid large salaries, much larger 
than many people think their services 
are worth, to attend to the business of 
their companies. Why they should 
want to lug in additional labor on 
themselves by adding politics to in- 
surance we are at a loss to understand. 
It has ‘been charged that some of the 
life insurance companies have too mueh 
power already on acount of the immense 
wealth in- their control. The trouble we 
apprehend with these gentlemen is the 
fact that bonds they now hold which 
they hope, by continuing the gold stand- 
ard, to enhance in value, will have to 
take their chances with other species of 

property in the event the democratic 
party is successful; and hence their ac- 
tivity in this presidential campaign. 
This will account for their great solici- 
tude for the policy holders. If these 
insurance companies have not made.their 
investments judiciously, and if it re- 
quires that everything should be de- 
pressed in the country so that they may 
maintain the value of their investments, 
it is evidence of the weakness of judg- 
ment of the managers of these companies 
in placing their investments. It will 
certainly do them no good to be flaunt- 
ing these facts before the public. Their

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Indiana Is Certainly Democratic. 

In speaking of the situation ih Indiana, 
Hon. W. H.- Boyle, first assistant secre- 
tary of the Indiana branch of the Far- 
mers’ Mutual Benefit Association, says:

Mr. Boyle has made a thorough canvass 
of the state and his figures, therefore, 
are not of a purely speculative kind. 
According to the statement which he 
makes, there are not a thousand farmers 
in the state who favor the single gold 
standard, although in former campaigns 
more than half of them have voted the 
republican ticket. 

Such a statement as this, coming from 
one who has made a thorough study of 
the situation and who shows by pure 
mathematics the strength of free coin- 
age among the Indiana farmers, is in- 
deed a most significant straw in the po- 
litical breeze. 

With the farmers of Indiana solid, to 
say nothing of the vast army of laboring 
men engaged in other pursuits, it looks 
as if Indiana is certain to vote the demo- 
cratic ticket to a magnificent majority. 
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The Indianapolis Conference. 

Not satisfied with the democratic plat- 
form adopted at Chicago last month, al- 
though it embodies the fundamental 
principles of the party as understood 
since the time of Jefferson, a few politi- 
cal soreheads who Style themselves dem- 
ocrats, but who are virtually engaged in 
carrying water to the republican ele- 
phant, have decided, after a. brief con- 
ference in Indianapolis, to call a second 
democratic convention for the purpose of 
putting another ticket in the field.

To call it a democratic conference 
is to libel the grand old party of Jeffer- 
son. 

Though democratic in name, it is rank- 
ly republican in the financial views 
which it advocated and in the cause 
which it espoused. The hand may be 
Esau’s, but the voice is Jacob’s. 
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The Leaven at Work. 
While we are bidding farewell to 
those who have been seduced from party 
allegiance, we have occasion to bid wel- 
come to a great many men who are 
breaking the lines of other parties and 
rushing to the democratie army. 
The action of Hon. G. M. Robins, nom- 
inee of the republican party for justice 
of the supreme court of Florida, illus- 
trates how the leaven is working. Judge 
Robins has been a life-long republican, 
so prominent in his party that he was 
nominated for one of the most important 
offices of the state.

3rvan the only hope of the American 
people, and who refuse to tie themselves 
to the gold standardism which §re- 
publican success would be sure to bring. 
There is no doubt that the people will 
arise aS a man and go ahead in this 
work. 
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The Break of Ex-Governor Jones. 
Whatever excuse there may be for 
some meg who break away from the 
party because of the platform adopted 
at Chicago, there can be none for ex- 
Governor Thomas G. Jones, of Ala- 
bama.

The latest freak is reported by tele- 
graph, where he held a bicycle while he 
compelled Brassati to mount it and spin 
around the circle, is one of the strangest 
episodes of a remarkable career. It 
seems that Brassati was not favorably 
disposed toward bicycles. The kaiser, 
on going on the ship Hohenzollern, ob- 
served that there were a number of bicy- 
cles on deck, none of which were in 
use. Inquiring of the officers why this 
was, they informed him that the captain 
did not like their use. Immediately the 
captain was ordered tremblingly into 
the presence of his sovereign, who held 
a bicycle in position while he compelled 
the captain to mount it and make an ex- 
hibition before the officers and visitors. 
This disregard of the feelings and sen- 
sibilities of those who have official fune- 
tions to perform is very amusing to the 
gaping crowd, but what its effect will 
be on order and discipline is yet to be 
seen. 
The conduct of the kaiser would 
change every officer of his service from 
a self-respecting agent of authority into 
a mere trembling underling afraid of 
imperial wrath. How long a common- 
sense and brave people like the Germans 
will stand all this kind of tom-foolery 
remains to be seen. It is not reasonable 
to suppose they will put up with freaks 
that seem to become a madhouse*more 
than a royal palace. 
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Labor’s Part in the Campaign. 

One of the best arguments in favor of 
bimetallism which has yet appeared in 
print is the striking array of figures 
which the financiers of Wall street have 
marshaled in support of the single gold 
standard. 
Instinctively the masses recognize the 
fact that what is advocated with such 
unanimity by capital is not always for 
the goood of labor. Though it does not 
prove conclusively that capital is trying 
to override the masses or deprive them 
of any right to which they may be en- 
titled, it is nevertheless sufficient to 
arouse the suspicions of labor and make 
it extremely difficult for capital to pose 
as a virtuous and self-sacrificing cham- 
pion of the people. 

With that dubious sort of patriotism 
which is more than apt to be confused 
with self-interest, and rightfully so, the 
magnates of Wall street have subseribed 
as much as &20,000,000 to the republican 
campaign fund. The publication of these 
figures is not apt to persuade the masses 
that Wall street is working for their 
good, nor is the sum of money repre- 
sented, though large enough for ordi- 
nary purposes, sufficient to buy them at 
the polls. 

What the laboring men of this country 
want is a change in the financial policy 
of the government. What the money 
power of the east wants is a continua- 
tion of existing conditions. The labor- 
ing man who properly understands the 
situation is not willing to jeopardize his 
interests -and play a suicidal part by 
going over to the goldbugs. 

The issue is clearly defined. On the 
one side stand the people, with no pro- 


tection save the invincible armor of a 
just cause, while on the other, entrenched 
behind the walls of mammon, crouches 
the plutocracy. 

Under the single gold standard, which 
has been in operation for the last twen- 
ty years or more, the laboring men of 
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| game of skill. Among those candidates | 


this country have been the victims of a 
most unfortunate condition. Though 
prices have fallen, wages have also been 
reduced. What has been the experience 
of the last few years, brought on by a 
contraction of the currency? Wages have 
been universally reduced, while in many 
parts of the country ‘shops have been 
closed down, throwing hundreds and 
thousands of laboring men out of em- 
ployment. Even those who have been 
fortunate enough to retain their places 
during these perilous times have suf- 
“ered a reduction either in wages or in 
the number of hours which they have 
been permitted to work. To these men 
Who have suffered ‘sucht painful re- 
verses under the single gold standard 
the falling of prices has been little cal- 
culated to improve their condition. 

What possible reason can the laboring 
men of this country, or any one who 
is not on intimate terms with the money 
power, have for continuing the present 
iniquitous financial palicy? At best, they 
can only hope that times will be no 
worse and that British servitude will be 
no more galling than it has been for the 
last quarter of a century. 

But what prospect does bimetallism 
open up? Does it offer no improvement 
upon the present condition of things? 
The question is easily answered. With 
the restoration of silver to its place in 
the currency the yolume of money in 
circulation will be increased. Prices 
will rise and the producers of the coun- 
try will be better compensated for what 
they produce. Realizing better prices in 
the market, the farmer will be able to 
prov’ te himself with more luxuries and 
to adopt a more comfortable style of liv- 
ing. As the condition of the producer 
improves the business of the merchant, 
the banker and the manufacturer, alk of 
whom are at lavt dependent upon the 
producer, will likewise prosper. With 
the steady increase of prosperity, wages 
will be raised and the condition of the 
laboring men of the country improved. 

Such is the true picture which bimetat- 
lism faithfully paints and such will be 
the eondition of things under a demo- 
cratie policy of finarice, such as the one 
outlined in the Chicago platform. 
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Professor §. P. Sanford. 

In the death of Professor 8S. P. San- 
ford, which occurred at his home in Ma- 
con, last Sunday evening, Georgia loses 
one of her most distinguished and val- 
ued citizens. 


Though not a public servant, in the 


use to which that term is frequently ap- 
plied, Professor Sanford, in the modest 
position which he held for more than 
fifty years, has served the state as few 
men have ever been called upon to serve 
her. 

In training the intellects and. stimula- 
ting the manhood of young Georgians, 
Professor Sanford has performed a 
work which no human power can esti- 
mate, but which will nrove, as time ad- 
vances, a perpetual benediction to the 
State. 

As the author of a popular series of 
arithmetics extensively used both north 
and south, Professor Sanford was wide- 
ly known, while the productions of his 
remarkable genius rank among the very 
best which this country has produced. 

Though only the students of Mercer 
university enjoyed the personality of 
this grand old gentleman, his influence, 
as it radiated from his pen, was conti- 
nental in the sphere which it created. 

In addition to the superb mental gifts 
which he possessed, Professor Sanford 
was a man of childlike amiability and 
of guileless Christian character. To 
know him was to-yield him a sponta- 
neous tribute of love and ambition. 

Such men are rare and the places 
which they leave behind are hard to fill. 
Georgia mourns beside the open grave 
of this grand old patriarch, but the at- 
mosphere which encircles her hills is 
all the sweeter for the life he lived.

cathedral at Aix-la- 
Chapelle are the sacred relics presented 
to Charlemagne by the patriarchs of Je- 
rusalem, in the year 792, over 1,100 years 
ago. “These wonderful relics of the Sa- 
vior,’’ says a contemporary magazine, ‘‘are 
now kept in a beautiful silver shrine 
which was made especially for their safe- 
keeping, in the vear 822. They consist of 
the following articles: The clothes worn 
by the infant Jesus at the time of the 
‘flight into Egypt,’ a robe said to have been 
worn by His mother at the time of the 
nativity, 4 searf worn by the Savior 
while hanging on the cross, and the awful 
spear with which the centurion pierced 
His side. Besides the above there are 
several ‘lesser relics,’ Kept in the same 
shrine, but separately inclosed in lockets 
and caskets of gold. Among these mir 
reminders of Jesus and the crucifixion, 
the most interesting are the sponge which 
was filled with vinegar and one of the 
nails which were driven through His hand. 
The two relics last mentioned and the 
leather girdle which the Savior always 
wore are kept in a gold and silver cas- 
ket along with the cord which was bound 
around His knees after He was taken 
from the cross. Near this silver-lined 
repository, hanging on a hook of gold, 
peinted with a first-water diamond, is a 
small diamond-crusted g0:d locket, con- 
taining a lock of the Virgin’s hair and a 
piece of the cross. The rector of the 
cathedral in which these sacred-relics are 
kept is of the opinion that this very small 
piece of wood is one of the few pieces of 
the ‘true cross’ now in existence. In sup- 
port of his opinion he cites the fact that 
in Mexico and Russia there are enough 
so-called pieces of the cross to make hun- 
dreds of cords of wood! The relics men- 
tioned in the above list are exhibited once 
in each seven years—from the 1lith to the 
24th of July. The last time they were on 
exhibition, in 1891, 305,000 people took a 
peep at the sacred meMentoes in one week.

A div:sion was demanded, and it was 
some time. before the crowd could sepa- 
rate, Chairman Rosser sending those who 
favored Beauchamp to the left and those 
who wanted Lumpkin to the right. Four- 
fifths of the crowd went to the right. and 
Mr. Lumpkin was declared the choice of 
the meeting.

Liabilities Very Large—Cause of the 
Failure. 

Boston,, Mass., August 10.—W. H. Tre- 
worgy, wholesale lumber dealer, has made 
an assignment for the benefit of creditors. 
No statement of assets and Habilities has 
yet been prepared, but it is understood 
that the liabilities “are in the vicinity of

BISHOP O’SULLIVAN IS DEAD. 


Catholic Diocese of Mobile Sustains a 
Severe Loss. 

Mobile, Ala., August 10.—After an illness 
of ten days, Rt. Rev. Jeremiah O’Sul- 
livan, fourth bishop of the Catholic diocese 
of Mobile, died at 9:05 o’clocK tenight at 
the Providence infirmary in this city. 

His death was due to an abscess of the 
lungs and his end was calm and peaceful. 

Bishop O'Sullivan was born in the parish 
of Kanturk, County Cork, Ireland,. in 1842, 
and received the better portion of his 
classical education in his native parish. 
He came to America in 1861 or 1862, and 
completed his education at St. Charles 
college, Ellicott City, Md., and at St. 
Mary's seminary, Baltimore. 

After serving as assistant to a parish in 


western\Marviand, he was sent as pastor 


to St. Peter's church, Washington, after 
having been ordained to the priesthood in 
the cathedral of Baltimore by Arehbishop 
Spalding. During his pastorate at Wash- 
ington he was appointed b:shop of Mobile, 
June, 1885; was consecrated in his church, 
in Washington, September 20th, of the 
Same year, and was installed in his cathe- 
dral here on November 1, 1885. 

His administration of this diocese has 
been marked by great executive ability 
and his success has been !arge. He paid 
off the diocesan debt of $55,000 in fourteen 
months after his arrivel h«re; has finish- 
ed the towers of the cathedral and em- 
bellished the interior; built a new churcis 
at Birmingham and another at Pensacola, 
Fla., and leaves the diocese out of debt 
and in a fine condition beth financially and 
spiritually, ile Jlogves, two unmarried 
brothers in Ireland, ore in Baltimore and 
a sister, Mrs. Colbert, in treland.

Police Guillotine Gets in Some Sudden 
Work. 


MUST PAY THSIR DEBTS 


Delinquents Called on Too Much for 
the Cash. 


FIRST OPERATION OF THE NEW LAW 


Police Commissioners Cause a Stir 
with All Members of the 
Force. 


The board of police commissioners at the 
regular meeting last night unsheathed its 
official knife for the first time in months, 
and as a result the heads of*five policemen 
were unmercifully swiped off, and fell into 
the jobless gutter with a sudden and unex- 
pected shock. 

The unfortunate officers are E. E. Hol- 
comb, W. W. Mitchell, Charles Martin, 
B. M. Elliott and J. A. Means. J. 
Whitley and C. M. Moon are likely to 
follow in the same course in a short while, 
unless they comply with the rules of the 
board. 

The trouble has all arisen over rule 115 
governing the police department. This rule, 
although very short, is terrible in its ef- 
fects. It requires that no officer shall re- 
main on the force who refuses to pay his 
just debts. 

About three months ago a large number 
of officers were tried before the board for 
not ha gps paid some of their labilities 
reported to the chief. The men were given 
a certain length of time to settle the ac- 
counts, with the strict understanding if 
they failed they would be suspended from 
the force. 

In the cases of the above officers the 
limit had expired, and they had failed to 
settle. The matter was brought up before 
the board last night, and by a unanimous 
vote Chief Connolly was ordered to suspend 
the men until their indebtedness should be 
paid. In the cases of Whitley and Moon 
the chief will investigate further, and if it 
is found they also have failed to comply 
with the rule, they will meet with the 
same fate. 

Among the men suspended are some of 
the most efficient officers on the force, and 
their ill luck has caused quite a sensation 
in police circles. It is supposed some of 
them will settle their accounts and be re- 
stored to their former jobs, but certain it 
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is they will not be unless they comply 
with the little rule ll8. 
Wires Under Ground. 

The chief has been notifid that the wires 
of the signal system extending all over the 
city must be placed under the ground with 
the telephone wires. This change will in- 
volve quite an expense to the city, but the 
law is imperative, and the change will 
probably be made. The matter was re- 
ferred to Chairman Branan, with power 
to act. 

Patrolman W. N. Hudson, whose fine 
was paid by the force several weeks ago, 
and who was afterwards released from the 
county jail, where he had been confined 
on a charge of involuntary manslaughter, 
was made a present of $3 by the commis- 
sioners last night. 

When a canvass was being made to raise 
money to pay the unfortunate officer's fine, 
after the $500 was paid, it was fourd there 
was a surplus of the above amount. Mr, 
Hudson’s. family are in straitened cir- 
cumstances as a result of his ill luck, and 
the board voted unanimously to make him 
a present of the money. 

Fell Into a Ditch. 

Several weeks ago Officer Petty was on 
duty in the rear of the Columbia theater, 
when he missed his footing, and fell into 
a deep hole caused by the excessive rains 
at that time. Mr. Petty thought Mr. De- 
Give should pay him for the weck’s work 
he lost on account of the accident, and, 
therefore, demanded the money and re- 
ceived it. 

The board happened to hear of the deal, 
and called Mr. Petty to account for de- 
manding money from a ceitizen, last night. 
He pleaded guilty to the charge and was 
ordered to refund the money to Mr. De- 
Give. It is the rule of the board that all 
such accidents shall be first reported to 
headquarters. 

Two new detectives will be added to the 
force. There are now six men at work in 
this department, and it has been. found 
they were unable to cope with the many 
caseS that are daily being -reported.

Continued Drought and Extreme Hu- 
midity Result Disastrously. 


ALL STATES WILL BE SHORT 


Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington Makes Forecast of the Cot- 
ton Situation in the South. 


SE ee SD — 


Continued droughts in the Mississippl 
valley and the western states have made 
the cotton market extremely nervous and 
the reports received by the cotton men yes- 
terday showed a decided fall in the pros- 
pect of the crop throughout the states west 
of the Mississippi river. 

Heavy rains in the southeastern states 
and continued droughts in the western 
states is the summary of the crop’s condl- 
tion unnounced yesterday from the depart- 
ment of ugriculture at Washington. The 
same report says the crop will be much 
earlier this year than on previous occa- 
sions and a general decrease in the size of 
the crop is made aS a forecast. 

In the Mississippi valley there has been 
no rain for several weeks, and in the 
states and territories further west the 
condition is much worse, Not only has 
the drought cut quite an item in the de- 
crease of the crop, but the extreme heat 
has made a material cut in the crop. The 
plant is suffering badly for want of rain 
and cooler weather, and it is said the dam- 
age is irreparable in the dry districts. 

The crop in Georgia, South Carolina and 
Alabuma has suffered from the heavy 
rains, then the drought and next the heat, 
but notwithstanding these unfavorable 
conditions, the crop will be large and the 
resent indications are encouraging. The 
oman take a cheerful view of the situa- 
tion and hope to harvest a bountiful sup- 
ply of the staple provided nothing more 
eccurs to cause damage. 

The report sent out from the department 
of agriculture in Washington shows the 
condition of the crop to be as follows: 

“The reduction in the condition of cotton 
during July from 92.5 to $1.1, the averages of 
southern states being, Virginia, 86; North 
Carolina, 93; South Carolina, 88; Georgia, 
92: Florida, 84; Alabama, 93; Mississippi, 78;

Drought over 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas 
and ‘Texas for several weeks produced more 
or less damage and in some counties of 
Mississippi irreparable damage. ‘There are 
complaints of too much dry weather in 
Tennessee. Over almost the entire cotton 
belt the cotton is Maturing rapidly and is 
earlier than for Many years.’’ 

The local movement of cotton has not 
begun, but it will not be very long before 
the farmers will be able to begin carrying 
their cotton to the gin. In many fields 
near Atlanta the cotton is opening rapidly 
und the damage of rains and drought may 
be counteracted by propitious fall weatner 
lor the harvest of the crop.

Otherwise the crop is fairly well. The 
crop over almost the entire cotton belt is 
maturing rapidly and is earlier than for 
many years, partly from early planting 
and partly from premature ripening. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, August 10.—The weather has 
again been an adverse factor in spot busi- 
ness in the dry goods market. An aver- 
uge amount of business comes to hand 
through mail orders, and in connection 
with these it is a noticeable feature that 
guick delivery of the-merchandise is called 
for in nearly every instance. The tone 
of the market for cotton goods is generally 
steady. In the woolen goods departments 
the market is still dull with more irregu- 
larity than lately evident in both fancy 
and staple lines.

WOMAN AS A WARRIOR. 


The Martial Achievements of the 
Fair Sex. 

During the recent campaign in Madagas- 
ar we heard 1 good ceal about the Daho- 
mey Amazons and their prowess in war; 
and a few months ago a daily paper as- 
serted that a female volunteer corps was 
in the process of being formed to be officer- 
ed, of course, by some extreme disciples of 
the ‘“‘new woman” cult. In the latter in- 
Stance the idea of a woman usurping man’s 
place on the battlefield was looked upon 
as being something quite original; whereas 
it would simply be a case of history re- 
peating itself, for that there have been 
many such heroines the following particu- 
lars will prove: ‘‘Mother Ross” is a well- 
known example, she having served as a foot 
soldier and dragoon in several campaigns 
under William III and the duke of Marl- 
borough, acting as a squadron leader of 
the Scots Greys at Blenheim and Ramillies. 
She died July 9, 1729.. Hannah Snell was an- 
Other. female worthy, who, having been 
deserted by her husband, adopted male at- 
tire and traveled to Coventry in search of 
the runaway. She there enlisted in Colonel 
zyuise’s regiment of foot, and marched with 


them to Carlisle at the time of the Scotch 


rebellion of 1745. She afterwards enlisted in 
Fraser’s regiment of marines, and proceed- 
ed to Portsmouth, whence she sailed in 
Admiral Boscawen’'s squadron for the East 
Indies. Through all her adventures, in- 
cluding a couple of floggings, she managed 
to preserve the secret of her sex, and con- 
cerning the application of the ‘‘cat” it was 
said: 

‘‘Hannah in breeks behav’'d so well, 

That none of her softer sex could tell.” 


At the close of her military life, however, 
she revealed her secret, and was awarded 
a pension of £18 5s per annum. Later on 
she started a public house under the sign 
of “The Widow in Masquerade,”’ and did 
such a roaring trade that a comfortable old 
age was assured to her. 

There is Mary Anne Talbot, a fine, comely 
young woman, to judge by an extant por- 
trait, who served four years as a soldier 
and sailor in the name of John Taylor, and 
took part in Lord Howe’s glorious victory 
on June ist. She died February 4, 1898, aged 
thirty years. One print represents her 
holding a cutlass in one hand and a French- 
man’s head in the other; another in which 
she is resisting a press gang. Coupled with 
the memory of Fontenoy, 1745, there is that 
of Phoebe Hessel, whose monument in a 
Brighton church yard. states that she was 
born at Chelsea in 1713; that she served for 
many years as a private soldier in the Fifth 
regiment of foot in cifferent parts of Eu- 
repe, and received a bayonet wound in the 
arm at the above engagement. Living at 
Brighton, her case became known to George 
IV, then prince regent, who-sent to ask her 
what sum of money would render her com- 
fortable. ‘‘Half a‘ guinea a week,” repliea 
old Phoebe, ‘“‘will make me as happy as a 
princess.” This, taercfore, by his majesty’s 
command, was regularly paid her till the 
day of her death, which took pluce Decem- 
ber 12, 1821, when she had attained the age 
of one hundred and eight years. 

Again, there is Mary Dixon, who was 
nearly sixteen years in the army, and 
fovght at Waterloo. She was still living in 
1865, when she was described as “a strong. 
powerful cold woman.’ Abcve all, there is 
the remarkable, if not unique, case ef Dr. 
Barry, who died at Corfu in July, 1865. 
This lady, said to have been the legitimate 
daughter of a‘Scotch earl, is surmised to 
brave adopted male attire and the medical 
profession from attachment to an army sur- 
geon. Never in her Hfetime*had any one 
the slightest suspicion of her sex. While 
staff surgeon to the cape garrison she most 
successfully treated the governor, Lord 
Charles Somerset, fought a duel, and was 
considered to be of a mest quarrelsome dls- 
position. The doctor was frequenily guilty 
of flagrant breaches of discipline, and on 
more than one occasion was sent home 
under arrest, but somehow or other the 
offenses were always condoned at head- 


dictionary makers, testimony touching its 
birth is at least interesting. One of the 
stories accounting for the word is told 
by Martin Hanley, the theatrical manager, 
to the Philadelphia Times.

Your Men Held by Federal Authorities 


Turned Out. 

v nited States District Attorney Joe James 
yesterday ordered the release of four. United 
States prisoners charged with conspiracy 
against the government, on the ground 
that their cases did not come within the 
jurisdiction of the United States cotirt, but 
belonged to the state court. The four 
prisoners were Lewis Calhoun, William 
Howard, Phillip Chisolm and Isaac Craw- 
ford, all of Jackson county, who were af- 
rested on the charge of having taken 
George Maxey from the calaboosé of Sta- 
tham, Ga., and whipping him. It was report- 
ed at the time of their arrest that a court 
bailiff had voluntarily surrendered the keys 
to the calaboose and encouraged the whip- 
ping. 

United States Commissionet E. C. Kin- 
nebrew, of Athens, had the priséners sent 
to Atlanta for trial, claiming that the eyv:- 
dence against the bailiff was such as to 
indicate that the men could not get justice 
from the state court. 

Attorney James submitted his opinion to 
Judge Newman and the judge agreed that 
the federal court did not have jurisdiction. 
The prisoners were released on their own 
recognizances, giving personal bord to the 
umount of $1,000. Solicitor R. B, Russell 
was notified to prosecute the cases in the 
name of the state. 


AS A FORERUNNER. 


The Bicycle Inaugurates an Era of 
Good Roads. 

Everybody knows what the bicycle 1s 
doing for the good-roads problem, Of 
course the farmers have all along been the 
persons most interested in improving the 
country roads, and it seems a little strange 
that they left the work to the wheelmen 
so long. But a similar thing happened in 
photography. The professional photogra- 
phers working for their livelihoods haven't 
developed their own business half se rap- 
idly in some directions as the amateurs, 
working for fun. Here’s where the good 
citizenship comes in, The bicyclists and the 
good-roads prophets are hand in glove, 
according to The Washington Star. 

In many of the states the League of 
American Wheelmen consuls even frown 
upon the construction of separate bicycle 
puths, partly hesitating to divert so much 
money from the common roads, partly fear- 
ing lest the construction of special paths 
may result in abridging thé privileges of 
the wheel on the thoroughfares. This fear 
is probably ill-founded. Local authorities 
have always exercised the right to regu- 
late and classify vehicles for the good of 
all classes, without impugning their rights 
where the classification ceases. Special 
speedways are in many cities constructed 
lor trotting horses, but the man in the 
sulky uses the common roads in going and 
returning from his speedway; and so does 
the equestrian, for whom special paths 
have been. laid out in most large parks. 

However this may be, motives of the 
attitude of the more conservative consuls 
in this matter are most emphatically those 
of good citizenship. 

Until recently New Jersey and Massachu- 
Setts were the two states which had done 
most for their highways. The most radical 
recent legislation, however, is the new 
Connecticut law (statutes of 1895), which
